BE Al : the sanction of Government, a scheme for con- 
Semhe: a: structing a great new dock with a water area of 
v: close upon 50 acres. ‘The site will be between 


the Ballard Pier and the present docks. The dock will have a 
depth on the sill of 33} feet at high water ordinary neap tides. 
Its entrance will be through gates convertible into a lock 600 feet 
long. There will be a dry dock from 800 to 850 feet in length. 
The scheme includes a deep water dock-head pier 1,250 feet long, 
where mail steamers will be able to moor, and passengers will be 
able to step from the ship into the railway train. A branch line 
will run from Coorla through Mazagon to the dock-head pier. 
The Ballard Pier will be trebled in length and connected with the 
dock-head pier, and the water space inside the angle of the two 
piers will be reclaimed and used as sites for bulk oil installations. 
The cost of the scheme, exclusive of the railway, is roughl 
estimated at three crores of rupees (Rs. 30,000,000). It is 
expected that it will be carried out without any additional charges 
upon the trade of the port.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


In a report recently received at the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul 
at New Orleans, writes as follows with regard to the openings for 
British trade in that district :— 

“Tam informed by the Salmon Brick and Lumber Company of 
this city that there might be an opening for 

Fire Bricks. fire-bricks from the United Kingdom, provided 

they could be placed on the market at New 
Orleans at 20 dols. (41. 2s. 6d.) per 1,000. The measurements of 
the bricks should be 44 by 9 by 23 inches. 

“The present duty on bricks is 1 dol. 25 c. (5s. 24d.) per ton. 
“Y « Fire-bricks are in great demand in places adjoining this city 
for building purposes, and, at present, come chiefly from St. Louis. 
Formerly a large number of fire-bricks used to be imported from 
Liverpool per Harrison line of steamers. 


“As regards tea, I am informed by the manager of the New 

Orleans Import Company that there should be 

Tea. an opening for increased sales, although, at 

first, probably not on a large scale, this being 

an essentially coffee-drinking city. There appears to be an in- 

creasing demand for green tea in the State of Texas, which is being 

chiefly supplied by the above-named firm. The taste in New 

Orleans is more for black or mixed teas. 

“In the custom-house statistics mention is made of only 

10,238 lbs. of tea, valued at 391/., as having been imported during 
the past year.

“In the chemical line of business druggists say that there should 

be a better local sale, than at present, of British 

Drugs, &c. patent medicines. The well advertised articles 

sell well, but there appears to be little or no 

demand for patent medicines, &c., that are not extensively 
advertised. 

“ About 9,713/. worth of drugs, &c., were imported during the year. 


“In articles of underwear the demand is for cheap light cotton 
and silk goods. The underwear, &c., sold in 
Hosiery. this city comes chiefly from Germany and 
France, and in order to meet the requirements 

of the climate, is made of the lightest possible stuff. 

“There might, however, be an .opportunity for a light porous 
fabric in linen mesh, or cellular under garments, provided they 
could be placed on this market at lower prices than the Dr. 
Deimel and Ringheim’s ramie underwear which are sold at about 
the following prices :—

“Hosiers inform me that the demand for these ventilated 
garments is increasing, but that it is difficult to sell them in any 
quantities at present prices. 


“From personal enquiries made amongst merchants, &c., I learn 
that there is but little chance of British imports

Push British canvass the local business community for 
Goods. orders. 


‘“‘ New Orleans is a conservative city, in the 
sense that they are accustomed to deal with old customers, and 
goods are imported from same firms abroad year after year. The 
foreign firms deal'with their New Orleans clients principally through 
their representatives (commercial travellers) who cross the Atlantic 
at certain periods with samples of their firm’s goods. These com- 
mercial travellers show their samples here, study local requirements, 
and return with orders. A number of French and German com- 
mercial travellers are in the habit of thus coming to New Orleans 
periodically, though it should be said that most of the business is 
done through New York.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,942.)

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MEXICO. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Mexico City, forwarding a copy of 
Electric Power the ‘‘ Boletin Municipal,” the official paper of 
Plant. the Town Council of the City of Mexico, dated 
the 24th February, containing particulars of a 
concession granted by the City of Mexico to the Mexican Light © 
and Power Company of Montreal, Canada, for the installation 
within the City limits of receiving stations, and wires for the 
transmission of electrical energy from the waterfalls of Necaxa, 
situated between 90 and 100 miles from Mexico City, and in the 
district of Huachinango in the State of Puebla. 

The electricity thus brought to Mexico City will be used for 
lighting, motive power, and any other purposes, subject to the 
conditions of the concession. 

The wires may be overhead in certain streets but not in all. In 
all streets permission is granted to place underground wires. 

The voltage is not to exceed 6,600 volts from the transforming 
stations to the pcints of consumption. 

Within four years the concessionnaire must be in a position to 
provide 8,000 horse-power of electric energy within the city.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


A report fron: the German Consulate at Buenos Aires states that 
the demand for linen pack-thread in the 
Pack ~ da aay Argentine is an important one, and that the 

import of all the usual descriptions of thread 
is also fairly considerable. In connection with various branches 
of agriculture, in the raw sugar industry, in milling, and in the 
numerous other industries of the country, sacking and pack-thread 
find a ready market. At the time of the wheat harvest the price 
of binder twine advanced. It is stated that the sale of such 
thread used for the harvest alone amounts to 300,000 pesos gold 

(60,0001.) per annum. 

Large sack manufactories are established in Argentina, but they 
only do the cutting and the sewing, the sacking and the thread 
being imported. The report gives a list of the names and 
addresses of the manufacturers. 


The German Consulate further reports that 
Fish'ng Nets. the demand for fishing nets is worthy of 
attention.

UNIFORM TIME IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Board of Trade have received information, through tne 
Colonial Office, to the effect that an uniform time, based on the 
30th meridan, or two hours east of Greenwich, has keen adopted 
by all the South African Governments with the exception of that 
of German South-West Africa. They have further been informed, 
through the same channel, that on the 28th February last at 11.30 
p-m. the time was advanced to midnight in the Transvaal and that 
similar steps were taken in the other South African Colonies, 
except Natal where no change was necessary. 


RUSSIAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 


The “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” translates an article from the 
“Viestnik Finanzof” dealing with Russian commercial relations 
with the Far East, a question which is of considerable interest in 
view of the completion of railway communication between 
European Russia and China. 

After reviewing the progress of this trade since 1885, and 
pointing out that in the three years 1898-1900 Russia’s exports 
to China amounted to 20,485,000 roubles, and her imports from 
China to 129,753,000 roubles, as compared with 25,553,000 roubles 
and 193,957,000 roubles respectively during the quinquennial 
period 1893-97, the article gives a list of the principal goods 
exported from Russia to China during the years 1899 and 1900, 
from which the following table has been compiled :—

It is stated that 70 per cent. of Russia’s trade with China is 
carried on by the trans-continental route, and the “ Viestnik 
Finanzof” considers that there is a great future before this trade 
if Russian merchants would only push their goods. From a 
detailed analysis of the statistics, it appears, says the “ Viestnik 
Finanzof,” that there is a good opening in China for mineral oils 
for illuminating purposes, lamps, glass and crockery ware, iron 
and iron manufactures, sugar, hardware, and perfumery. 
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The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
copy of a report by the British Commercial Agent at Vladivostock © 
on the present condition of trade at that port, from which’ the’ 
following extracts have been made. The report has been compiled 
from various petitions submitted by the Vladivostock Chamber of 
Commerce to the Russian Minister of Finance :— 

** Russian colonisation in Eastern Siberia has been carried on 
during a period of nearly half a century, with the assistance of the 
Government and at an enormous expenditure. This governmental ; 
help has given an impetus to the establishment of private 
enterprises and merchants in this district, to the purchase of real - 2 
property, and to the establishment of various private industrial and 
mining undertakings. Many million roubles have been spent on 
the assumption that the geographical position of Vladivostock makes 
it the Russian capital in the Far East, and in the belief that the 
Government would continue to support the industries of this region. 
The Government has invested in the Priamursky district over 
400,000,000 roubles for purposes of colonisation and in the 
encouragement of various kinds of enterprises, in the building of 
railways and in the opening up of the country by steam navigation. 
At the beginning of 1901, however, a new state of things took © 
place,’ which has placed the Ussuri region and its capital, 
Vladivostock, in a difficult position. . . . . 

«‘Kven without taking into consideration the prosperous years of 
commercial activity in Vladivostock, while the Chinese-Eastern q 
railway was being built, it is evident that Vladivostock is the only 
} natural and convenient port in the Russian Far East. Vladivostock 
has always been the centre for exports from the Priamursky region 
and the chief port for the import of merchandise both for the | 
Priamursky region and the Primorsky district, and now is in a 
position for acting as the chief northern port for the export and import 
of goods to the neighbouring countries of Manchuria and Korea. 

“The rapid growth of Vladivostock raised the welfare of the 
population of the whole of the South Ussuri district, and this 
growth was attributable to the idea that Vladivostock would 
become the chief centre of industries and trade for exclusively 
supplying the Manchurian markets wit Russian and _ local 
produce, and in order to be prepared to supply such markets 
manufactories wete established near Vladivostock and in the 
surrounding district. . . . . 

“The population of the whole of the Priamursky region. spread 
over a territory three times the size of France, having an area of 
2,600,000 square verstes (square verste = ‘44 of a square mile), com- 
prises only 1,000,000 inhabitants, or one man to every 10 square 
verstes ; the requirements of this population are so insignificant 
that there could be no demand for the goods manufactured by the 
local factories, and the expense of working would never justify the 
establishment of such industries. The normal economic condition 
of Vladivostock and of the surrounding districts suddenly changed, 
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and instead of a natural prosperous condition a crisis took place, 
which threatened to stop all trade and industries. aw 

This crisis was brought about by the following causes :— 

(a) The closing of the free port. 

“ As the distant Russian manufacturing centres cannot supply 
Vladivostock with cheap goods, it was dependent on foreign trade 
and local factories, which were entirely supplied with raw material 
from foreign countries. The closing of the free port therefore had 
a bad effect on foreign trade and also on local industries, especially 
in Vladivostock. The closing of the free port and at the same time 
the opening to free trade through Dalny and Port Arthur of foreign 
merchandise into Manchuria, has caused Vladivostock on the one 
hand to lose the home markets for which it was the centre, and on the 
other hand it stopped the foreign trade with Manchuria and Korea. 

“* Before the closing of the free port, the local factories were able 
to import raw material from China and Japan at such cheap rates, 
that they were able to compete with foreign-made goods, but as 
an example of the results of closing the free ports, the following 
history of a local match factory may be taken. This factory cost 
several hundred thousand roubles to establish, and until the 
opening of the southern branch of the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
Manchuria exclusively used matches made by this factory. When 
the free port of Vladivostock was closed the duty on the raw 
material for match making amounted to 7 roubles per case ; and 
as the railway from Port Arthur to Harbin was by this time 
finished, Japan was. able to compete so successfully that she has 
taken the entire match market of Manchuria, so that Siberian 
matches can now no longer be sold. 

“ The insignificant amount of capital invested in the district 
and the entire absence of uninvested capital, has necessitated the 
curtailment of trade, on account of it being impossible to pay the 
heavy duties on imports, and it has become impossible to order 
goods in large quantities for purposes of holding stocks. This has 


of course been to the benefit of foreign traders in Manchuria holding 
stocks. 

“(b) The organisatién of the Custom-house, and the delay in 
examining goods. 

“The establishment of the Customs, with its complicated 
formalities and the difficulty and delay in having goods examined 
and passed, as well as the expense in connection therewith has 
diverted the transit of goods through Vladivostock for the northern 
ports of Siberia, and for the Island of Saghalien, te the Japanese 
ports. Formerly these cargoes came to Vladivostock, and part of 
them remained here during the winter for storage, thus giving a 
profit to the local inhabitants; now, however, to avoid the 
formalities and expense of the Russian Custom-house, the goods go 
through Japan and are stored by the Japanese either in Japan or 
in Gensan. 
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“(c) The permission of the Government allowing the free 
import of Chinese goods from Manchuria only through the land 
frontier, has given an impetus to the contraband trade in foreign 
goods, it being impossible to guard the whole frontier of 3,500 
versts, with the present number of military posts, of which there 
are only ten. It is impossible for these small isolated posts to 
distinguish between Chinese and foreign goods, as there are many 
factories in China which make imitation European goods, whilst 
in Europe imitation Chinese goods are manufactured for the 


Chinese markets. The result is that many foreign goods come _ 


into the Priamursky Province under the form of Chinese goods 
without paying duty. 

“The facility for smuggling has affected the commercial inter- 
course of the large trading houses who wish to trade honestly and 
in a legal manner; they are stocked with duty paid goods without 
being able to find a market for them, while the contraband goods 
find a ready market through the small traders and retail mer- 
chants. . . . . 

‘‘(d) The prohibition against importing Chinese goods duty 
free through the sea-board ports, and the permission to import 
Chinese goods duty free over the land frontiers. 

** As we do not know positively the commercial reasons that led 
the Chinese Eastern railway to create the town of Dalny as the 
terminus of the railway, we are not able to discuss them, but the 
results have been to stop the through transit of goods via 
Vladivostock to Manchuria ; it is presumable that:the chief stimulus 
that led to the commercial policy of the railway was the large 
increase in the profits earned by the southern branch of the 
railway, which passes through the densely populated districts of 
Southern Manchuria. This increase in the profits of the railway 
has been made at the expense of Vladivostock and of the Ussuri 
region. 

“ (e) The abolition of the transit of goods to Manchuria vid the 
Ussuri railway, the rivers Ussuri, Sungari, Amur, and horse caravans. 
Previously to the closing of the port of Vladivostock large quantities 
of goods were transported along the above-mentioned rivers, but 
now this has been practically stopped and the steamship companies 
are threatened with complete loss of business, as in the absence of 
local trade they depended on the transit of through cargoes. It 
must not be forgotten that over 18,000,000 roubles have been 
invested in this steamship service, a large part of it being English 
capital. 

“The combination of the above-mentioned circumstances has 
had a bad effect on the trade of the Priamursky regions and in the 
Ussuri districts, as may be seen by comparing the following statis- 
tical information about the number and amount of protested

“ This statement shows at a glance the abnormal state of the trade 
in Vladivostock. . . . The same is seen by looking at stafistical 
information relative to the import of cargoes to Vladivostock before 
and after the building of the Chinese Eastern railway. The 
building of the railway gave a temporary stimulus to the trade of 
Vladivostock, but that period of time had not been taken into 
consideration in the following table :—

«From this it is seen that Vladivostock was developing its trade 
in a normal manner, but that the trade is now declining. : 
These statistics, supplied from the large trading houses, show the 
trade has fallen off from 60 to 70 per cent. in comparison with 
last year. In order to improve the trade the following proposals 
have been submitted to the Minister of Finance by the Vladivostock 
Chamber of Commerce :— 

“1, The establishment in the portof Vladivostock of a free harbour 
as is done in Europe ; such a harbour would relieve the merchants 
of the heavy formalities of the Custom-house, facilitate the dis- 
charging of ships’ cargoes, facilitate the storage of the cargo and 
reduce the cost of warehousing; this would attract through 
cargoes to Vladivostock and at the same time put Vladivostock on 
an equal footing with the other far Eastern ports. 

“2. The permission to import Chinese goods duty free by sea as 
now allowed vid Dalny. 

“3. To put a stop to the preferential Tariff now in force for 
goods imported vid Dalny, and to arrange a proportionate Tariff 
tor each verste. 

“4, The permission to re-establish the transit of through cargo 
to Manchuria vid the Ussuri railroad, the Ussuri, the Sungari and 
Amur Rivers; this will assist the steamship companies and the 
people engaged i in this trade.” 
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The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a despatch from H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Sofia, 
transmitting the official returns of Bulgarian trade for the fourth 
quarter of 1902. The Consul states that the total value of the 
imports during the year was 2,849,860/., being 48,0971., or 1°7 per 
cent. more than in 1901, and 996,176l., or 54 per cent. more than 
in 1900. The category of imports showing the greatest increase 
was textiles, of which the value was 1,140,136/., being 116,5211., 
or 11 per cent. more than in 1901, and 608,2611., or 114 per cent. 
more than in 1900. The greatest absolute increase in imports 
from any one country was in those from England, which amounted 
to a value of 608,634l., being 57,959/., or 9°3 per cent. more than 
in 1901, and 307,484J., or 102 per cent. more than in 1900.

Drawback of Gated 26th February, 1903, in reference to a 
Rzgertation og drawback of duty on ready-made clothing 
Ready-Made exported from the Colony. 
Clothing. The following is a summarised statement of 


the Rules in question :— 

“A drawback equal to the duty paid on the material used in the 
manufacture of Ready-made Clothing and Oil Clothes, shall be 
granted to the manufacturer when such Clothing is exported from 
this Colony for consumption in foreign markets. 

“In order to obtain the aforesaid drawback it will be necessary 
for the manufacturer to notify the Customs’ authorities of his in- 
tention to pack his wares for export. All goods so packed must 
be checked and put up under the supervision of an Officer ot 
Customs who shall carefully examine the goods and note the value 
of the articles composing the manufacture. 

“No drawback will be paid unless the examining officer’s 
certificate is attached thereto certifying to the correctness of the 
statement of claim, and not until the landing certificate is returned 
duly signed by the Officer of Customs at the place to which the 
goods were exported; no goods so exported for drawback of duty 
shall be again imported into this Colony unless upon payment of 
the duty ordered by the Revenue Law to be levied on the like 
goods when imported.” 
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RUSSIA. 

A copy has been received at the Board of Trade of a Russian 
Siberia—Cust Imperial Decree, dated the 16th October, 1902, 
Meria~wustoms extending to Siberia the operation of (a) the 
mgiations. “Customs Code for European Trade” (with 
the exception of the rules dealing with special penalties for 
infractions of the Code within the frontier), and (b) the *Customs 

Regulations approved on 15th May, 1901. 

The following is the substance of certain special regulations 
relating to the Customs formalities to be observed in Siberia as 
established by this Decree :— 

1. The Minister of Finance is empowered to vary the regula- 
tions concerning the admission and clearance of ships and goods, 
the inspection of merchandise, and the payment of Customs duties 
thereon, in such manner as local conditions in Siberia may require; 
to fix the periods within which consignments of goods despatched 
through Customs outposts situated within the region of the Irkutsk 
Custom House must be delivered at that Custom House ; and also 
to fix the periods for the conveyance of goods on which duty has 
not been paid from one Customs establishment in Siberia to 
another, or to the Moscow Custom House. 

2. When consignments of goods destined for Irkutsk, or for 
places westward from that town, arrive at any of the Customs out- 
posts marking the border-line of the Irkutsk Customs district, the 
conductors of the goods are required to produce, in respect of all 
foreign goods on which duty has not been paid, such documents as 
are required to be produced in respect of goods arriving at the 
guard-houses situated along the European frontier. 

3. In the event of failure to produce these documents, a fine of 
the same amount as that exacted for failure to produce way-bills in 
respect of foreign goods imported at Customs establishments 
situated along the European land frontier, will be inflicted. 

4. For failure to convey the goods, referred to in paragraph 2, 
from the outposts to Irkutsk, or to any other Custom House in the 
interior within the limits of time determined by the Minister of 
Finance, a fine will be inflicted of the same amount as in the case 
of failure to deliver at principal Custom Houses goods which have 
been unloaded at subsidiary Custom Houses. 


BULGARIA. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
Seniteny copy of a despatch from H.M. Agent and 
Regulations Consul-General at Sofia, in which it is stated 
viidouiting te that an Order issued by the Bulgarian Minister

2. Sacks arriving from India and other infected countries are 
admitted into Bulgaria on the same conditions as other goods 
after external disinfection of the bales, if pressed by hydraulic 
power and undamaged. 

3. Used sacks from uninfected countries are admitted into 
Bulgaria after thorough disinfection by steam. 


SERVIA. 


The Board of Trade have received information, through ~ 
. Foreign Office, to the effect that a Circular has 
been by the Servian Minister of 
Finance to the Customs authorities, prescribing 
the conditions under which waste cotton may be imported into 
Servia. The Circular notifies that waste cotton which has been 
obtained from the preparation of the pods for the manufacture of 
cotton or wadding and contains the seeds and orts, may be 
imported without undergoing a process of disinfection if it is 
accompanied by a certificate of origin and a declaration to the 
effect that there is no contagious disease among human beings or 
animals in the place whence it is sent. Waste cotton which does 
not fulfil these conditions must be disinfected in accordance with 
the regulations laid down for the purpose.

(g) Methods used for the measurement of vessels. 

(h) Advantages and disadvantages of adopting respective gross 
or net tonnage as a basis for the taxes levied.

Suites ten the United States Geological Survey by Mr. 
in 1902 G. F. Kunz, Special Agent in charge of precious 
‘ stones, says that the year 1902 has been 
remarkable in the precious stone industry in the United States in 
a number of particulars, among which the following may be 
especially noted :—The finding of a new locality for sapphires in 
Montana—a new creek, in the bed of which sapphires are found 
associated with gold, as in Rock Creek region at Yogo Gulch, and 
on the Missouri near Helena; the further development of a new 
mine of blue sapphires in Fergus County; and the continued 
workings of the other two mines in the same State. Then comes 
the mining and development of the old beryl localities in Mitchell 
County, N. C., and the development of the bery] locality at Grafton, 
N.H. An amethyst mine has been opened in South Carolina, and 
two new amethyst deposits have been found in the State of Virginia. 
The mining of rubellite in San Diego County, Cal., continues, and 
a new deposit near Banner in the same region has been found. 
The further development of chrysoprase in Tulare County, Cal., and 
the discovery of a new locality in Buncombe County, N. C., are to 
be noted. A deposit of vesuvianite (idocrase) has been discovered 
in Central California. The output of turquoise from eight or more 
western localities continues, and it has been discovered at two 
localities in Alabama, the most easterly region yet known for that 
gem. 


It has been the greatest year on record for the importation of 
diamonds, pearls and other precious stones. The imports, also, 
of topaz, both the true and the so-called Spanish, Saxon, and 
Scotch varieties, of coral in delicate tints of pink, and of seed 
pearls and pearls in ropes, are worthy of remark.

CEYLON. 


A special issue of the “ Ceylon Independent,” entitled “ Industrial 
and Commercial Ceylon,” in the course of an 

a article on the cocoanut palm industry in 
j Ceylon, states that within the past 10 to 15 

years there has been a great development of cultivation of the 
cocoanut palm in that island, partly through the growth in know- 
ledge and enterprise of the Ceylonese themselves, and partly 
through the appreciation by Europeans of the fact that, though 
the returns from cocoanuts are slow, they are surer than from any 
other industry, and that, as an investment, there is nothing to 
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equal palm cultivation. It is said to be the only great agricultural 
product whose home consumption is even larger than the export 
trade. 

The “Ceylon Independent” estimates the production of the 
island at not less than 800 million nuts, of which nearly 400 
millions were sent away in the husk, in the shell, as oil, and after 
desiccation, and the remainder used for various purposes by the 
people of the country. 

It is estimated that, including dwelling gardens, about 700,000 
acres are planted with the cocoanut palm. This acreage, at 75 
trees to the acre and 20 nuts to the tree, should yield 1,050 million 
nuts, but a large number of trees are reserved for toddy drawing 
and the distillation therefrom of the spirit known as arrak. The 
value of the arrak consumed in the island (over a million gallons) 
has been computed in a recent official paper at Rs. 7,629,067, and of 
this sum the Government now receives Rs. 3,000,000 a year, or 
one-eighth of the total revenue, by the sale of the monopoly of 
retailing the spirit to “renters.” The importance, therefore, of the 
cocoanut industry to the people and to the country is beyond 
controversy, and the growth of the industry is steadily maintained. 


ARGENTINA. 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Ayres, in a recent despatch to the Foreign

It is estimated that the rest of the Republic will produce this 
year 100,000 tons of wheat and 10,000 tons of linseed. 

In connection with the foregoing, the Consul adds he is informed 
that the general opinion is that the yield has been somewhat over 
estimated. The wheat will be of excellent quality, but much of 
the linseed has been damaged and stained by rains at harvest time. 
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In his report for the year 1902, the Acting British Vice-Consul at 

Apia states that the mainstay of Samoa is 

Cacao Planting. cacao. There is, he says, little reason to doubt 

that 20 acres of cacao in full bearing yield a 

substantial income. On the other hand there are drawbacks, 

e.g., the possibility of hurricanes which will throw the plantations 
back three years, and the danger from disease. 

Persons should not go to Samoa to plant cacao unless they have 
at least a capital of 1,000/. In five years’ time, from the date of 
planting, the trees should be in full bearing, provided they are 
well attended to during that period. Some people say they will 
bear sooner, but as an average statement the above is correct. 

Samoan cacao was recently quoted at 95 pf. per lb.in Hamburg, 
equivalent to 5/. per cwt. The trees have, in most existing small 
plantatious, produced at Jeast sufficient to pay expenses in the 
fourth year, and when in full bearing, from the fifth year onward, 
have so far exceeded the average output of other countries. 

Hitherto no disease has manifested itself, and as a safeguard 
the Government has wisely prohibited the importation of seed from 
other countries. 

No doubt, continues the Vice-Consul, there is a great future in 
Samoa for plantation companies, assuming that the price of cacao 
does not fall with increased production. There should be, with 
proper management, very heavy dividends. Some particulars of a 
plantation company now at work are contained in the report. 

The Vice-Consul adds that various enquiries from Englishmen 
reach his Consulate respecting Samoa. For their information it 
may be said that that country offers no inducement to needy 
immigrants of any nationality. Knowledge of the German lan- 
guage by persons seeking employment in Apia is necessary. 
Trading and storekeeping are completely exhausted. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,937.)

Report by the Board of Trade on the Railway, Canal, ‘l'ramway, 
Harbour and Tidal Waters, Electricity, Gas and Water Bills, and 
Provisional Orders of Session 1903. 73. Price 7d. 

According to this report the total number of Bills deposited for 
the Session of 1903, relating to Railways, Canals, ‘Tramways, and 
the supply of Electricity, Gas, and Water, is 188, as compared 
with 185 of the Session of 1902; the total amount of money 
proposed to be raised is 75,287,015/. as compared with 97,678,090/. 
The number of Bills relating to railways and canals is 67, of which 
42 propose to authorise the construction of new railways or 
additional railway works; the capital proposed to be raised b 
railway and canal bills amounts to 55,773,8301., whilst the lengt 
of line proposed to be constructed is 467 miles. 


Ordnance Survey Maps of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The Ordnance Survey are issuing a new series of folding pocket 
maps for England and Wales on the scale of one inch to the mile. 
The maps are printed in colours on sheets 18 by 12 inches, mounted 
on canvas, in a cover or flat, price 1s,each. The one-inch map can 
also be procured at the same price in black and white, showing 
outline and contours ; or in outline, with hills printed either in 
black or brown: the outline map has recently been revised. These 
maps are not only useful for general topographical purposes, but 
should also prove serviceable to cyclists and pedestrians, since they 
show all roads, indicating their character, and whether metalled or 
not, footpaths, hills, rivers, towns, villages, railway stations, and 
local boundaries. 

Combined one-inch outline maps have also been published of 
Bath, Birmingham, Bournemouth, Bradford, Brighton and Worth- 
ing, Bristol, Chatham, Clovelly, Derby, Dorchester and Portland, 
Gloucester and Cheltenham, Huddersfield, Leeds, Leicester, 
Liverpool, London, Manchester, Nottingham, Plymouth, Rugby, 
Sheffield and the Peak, Warrington, Warwick and Leamington, 
Weymouth, Winchester, Aberdeen, Dundee, Glasgow, the Isle of 
Wight, the Lake District of England, the New Forest, and 
South-East Kent. Additional maps are in course of preparation. 

These combined maps are based on the revised one-inch map. 
In most cases they are being published folded in covers, and with 
the principal roads coloured, at prices varying from 1s. to 1s. 6d. 

Cheap maps of counties, groups of counties, or districts, are also 
being published on the 4-in. scale, with main roads coloured, at 
6d. plain, or 9d. if folded in a cover. 

There are agents for the sale of Ordnance Survey Maps in most 
of the chief towns, and maps can be ordered and indexes, &c., seen 
at many Head Post Offices, in places where there are no agents. 
They can also be ordered, through any bookseller, from the Director- 
General, Ordnance Survey, Southampton ; or in the case of Ireland, 
from the Officer in Charge, Ordnance Survey, Dublin.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply ‘to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The ‘“ Intelligence Branch” endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
“Consumption”? Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superiatendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch und 
intended for general information is conveved to the public. The 
“ Journal ” is now issued weekly at the price of 1d. In future periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containing 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.
